Py Iryvin Sankqff 
Frustrated for better than three- 
quarters of the game by the bril- 
liant playing of a determined Mc- 
Gill line, the' Western 'Mustangs 
Hy broke through early in 
the fourth quarter to gain a 6-6 tie 
■with McGill's fighting Ecdmen. 

Only some sensational goaline 
stands by the Red and White 
in the first half kept the -Mus- 
tangs from taking an early lead. 
Six times during the first half 
the Mustangs found themselves in- 
side the Redmen ten yard line, 
but Buster Brown, Ron Murphy, 
John Larsen and Des Desimone — 
' the anchor men on the line — rose 
to the occasion to repulse the re- 
peated thrusts of Western's Ralph 
Simmons and Neil Desborough, 



who were the top ground gainers 
As good as the McGill line was 
in the, pinch in the first half, the 
Western line was equally as good, 
and stood as solid as the Rock of 
Gibraltar throughout the first 
half as the McGillian offense 
couldn't untrack itself. In fact 
the Redmen couldn't get out of 
their own half of the field and 
could only manage to pick up 30 
yards rushing and not one first 
down. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
Simmons, Desborough, Garnet Ma- 
son and Walt Delahey continually 
punched holes through the McGill 
line for short gains which totalled 
up to 160 yards and ten first 
downs, in the first half. But the 
Redmen line won plaudits from 



the disappointing crowd of 5,487 
fans eyerytime Western got with- 
in scoring range as they stopped 
the Purple and White cold 

As much as the first half was 
all Western's, the third quarter 
was all McGill's. The Red and 
White, spurred on by quarterback 
Dick Carr and the ball' carrying 
of Bob Hutcheson, Bob Perry, 
Bob Holland and Rick Adrian, 
marched for six first downs and 
into Western territory for the 
first time during the day. Buf 
Dave Langhorne ended the Red- 
men drive by intercepting a Carr 
to Johnny Bennett aerial in the 
endzone. 

After an exchange of kicks, the 
Red and White took over on their 
own 60. A Carr to Bennett pass 



was grounded on the Mustang 26. 
Hutchison took a nitrhout from 
Carr and drove to the Western 48. 
Holland ripped through the line 
for 11 yards and Adrian made 
seven more. Sam Yuska made 
a spectacular catch of Carr's short 
pass to give the Redmen a first 
down on the Western 16. Carr 
then ran wide to the left and flip- 
ped a lateral to Holland. Holland 
hobbled the ball momentarily, 
but hung on to lug the pigskin 
into the endzone with three Mus- 
tangs on his tail. Bennett con- 
verted to put the Redmen ahead 
6-0. 

This seemed to bring the Mus- 
tangs out of a stupor they had 
been in during the third quarter 
as Desborough and Simmons mov- 



ed the ball 70 yards in nine plays 
from the kickoff before 8immons 
crashed over a la Pat Abbruzzi 
from tho five. The convert was 
ruled out as Western were hold- 
ing along the line, and this proved 
to be the best break the Redmen 
had all day. ■ 

Nevertheless the Metrasmen tied 
it up the next time they had the 
ball as Ted Roman's 30 yard kick . 
was good for a rouge. 

. Both teams opened up with a 
heavy aerial barrage in the last 
seven minutes, but two opportune 
interceptions by Western in the 
last minute, one by Jack Sweeny 
on the Mustang three, and the 
other by Brian Young, wiped out 
any chance the Redmen had of • 
winning the game.

NATIONAL CAT WEEK 



(The following Is reprinted from a reminder 
it a *nost amazing document and Itself an eloquent 

Of all of God's lesser creatures hindered by 
fallacies, old wives' tales and misinformation, the 
Cat ranks first as a victim of man's thoughtless 
abuse, vilification and maltreatment. 

It is always popular to believe that song 
birds, so highly valued for their insectivorous na- 
ture and musical attributes, are destroyed by 
cats. 

This oft- repeated charge simply is not true. 
The facts, as gathered by the various wild life 
organizations, state highway department tech- 
nicians and biologists and individual investigat- 
ors, prove otherwise. 

Here, for example, is a sample report, cov- 
ering the dissection of 193 cats killed in high- 
way accidents, describing their stomochs' con- 
tents : 

Mouse meat 38.1% 

Young rabbit „ - — - 25.6% 

. Rat - 1'.4% 

Table scraps (including vegetables) 6.9% 

Turtle and fish 2.7% 

Pork -- 24% 

Grasshoppers 24% 

Chicken i 2.5% 

Bulk matter (including cat food fillers) ... 1.8% 
Grass, herbs, hair and liquid ~ 7.2% 

100.0% 

' One notes the complete absence of bird meat 
or even feathers! 

On the other hand, it is extremely unpopular 
to mention that the nation's sportsmen slaughter 
untold thousands of birds to increase their skill 
of marksmanship, seldom bothering to identify 
while aloft these tiny winged creatures. Later, 
when the evidence of such wanton destruction 
is discovered, tabby is blamed and, if he happens 
to be in sight, is subject to instant dispatch or 
horrible maiming, depending upon the degree of 
skill of the second gun-wielder. 

Too, cats are decimated in considerable num- 
bers by' small boys who have developed unbelieav- 
able accuracy with slingshots, the more modern

zip gun or the conventional air rifle. 

Again, a factor seldom considered is that the 
general inroads of civilization, the gradual re- 
duction of fruit trees, the paucity of safe nesting 
locations and' the lack of interest in nature and 
her wonders by a generation of T-V addicts and 
sports car enthusiasts, all have contributed enor- 
mously to reducing the number of birds in all 
categories. 

During the past few years, numerous anti-cat 
measures have been introduced in municipal and 
state legislature, in the guise of "bird-protection? 
or "tax" bills. The latter, of course, appealing to 
tax-hungry officials, always on the prowl for 
new forms of revenue with which to meet the. 
ever-mounting costs of government. , 

It has been said that no matter where one's in- 
terest lies or even how obscure the activity might 
be, one is sure to find an organization to cham- 
pion the cause. So it is with the Cat, too! While 
all humane and animal welfare groups protect 
the animal and all cat clubs (actually, cham- 
bers of commerce for the cat industry) add to 
his prestige and popularize him, none puts forth 
the enormous and widespread multi-faceted ef- 
fort expended by The American Feline Society, 
Inc., New York 3. 

In it's seventeen years of operation, the So- 
ciety has moved the Cat from 12th. to second 
position, os a pet. He has entered the theatre, 
motion picture, T-V and radio;*we see him look- 
ing at us from the pages of our magazines and 
newspapers and from billboards (usually, with a 
startled expression upon his handsome, bewhiske- 
red face!) and our librarians tell us that we can 
choose from some 300 cat book titles. 

While the Cat in all probability is not destin- 
ed to relive the glory hé enjoyed as a deity in 
ancient Egypt and one hopes, will never again 
sink to the depths he trod during the Middle 
Ages, he definitely is reaching for a place in the 
sun in the scheme of modern civilization IF man 
will cease sniping at him! Moreover, he'll be glad 
to help man create his purr-fect world. 



More on 
Colonialism 

Dear Sir, 

I heartily agree with Mr. Reich 
when he says "the West should 
be conscious of the rise of nation- 
alism through the world", so much 
so that I would like to bring to 
your attention and to the attention 
of the readers of the Daily, an 
attempt by student Christian mo- 
vements of North America to make 
this a living issue. During Christ- 
mas vacation a conference of 
3,000 students (1,500 North Ame- 
ricans and 1,600 overseas students) 
will be held at Ohio State Univer- 
sity on the subject "REVOLUTI 
ON AND - RECONCILIATION''; 
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the revolution which attends the 
awakening of colonial people, and 
the reconciliation of man with man * 
and nation with nation. 

Western policy while claiming to 
be Christian and positive is actu- 
ally a negative one of containment.' 
Whether Christian or not our po- 
licy is definitely anti-Communist 
and marked by the fear that the 
poor hordes of humanity will over- 
balance and fall in with the Com- 
munists. Yet most of us are hope- 
lessly ignorant of these people, of 
how they think and feel. In our 
fear we have consistently and stub- 
bornly refused to reconsider whnt 
our principles or our Christianity 
dictates in this rapidly changing 
situation. 

All students who want to study 
the Christian answer to this prob- 
lem are invited to join a study 
group which will be using three 
excellent books which have been 
specially prepared on this question. 
There will be a comnctent leader 
and above all we want overseas 
students to tell us of the problem 
from first-hand knowledge. From 
this group eight students, four of 
whom will be overseas students, 
will be sent to the Conference.

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REDMEN RAMBLINGS

Johnny Metras' Mustangs have been broken. After being soundly 
trounced by Toronto two weeks ago, they were exceedingly lucky to 
scrape out a tic, with the Redmen on Saturday. It was only some great 
clutch kicking by tackle Ted Roman that kept Western- in tho game. 

Saturday's contest was a battle of winglines. The Western from 
wall was composed of virtually the same men who dominated the league 
last year. Dut Roman, Collins, Killingcr, et al, had their collective 
hands full with the McGill line. 

The outstanding man on tho field was Buster Brown, the ex- 
Hamilton Tiger Cat. Brown had himself a field day against the 
Western wingline particularly on offence where his crushing blocks 
scrambled opposing linemen like tenpins. Lato in the second quarter 
the Mustangs drove down to the McGill three yard line with one 
yard to go for a first down. Into the game trotted Brown, his left 
hand in a cast. Doug Aitchison of tho Mustangs took a handoff from 
Girvin and drove straight for a hole which was supposed to be opened 
over Brown's guard position. But Buster crashed his blocker to the 
ground and raced into the Mustang backficld to down Aitchison for 
a two yard loss. 

Rough Ron Murphy was another standout for the Redmen at his 
corner linebacker position. On the whole it was hard to pick one player 
over the others on the line. Sam Yuska was deadly on downficld tack- 
les, John Larsen and Earl Merling were powerhouses at the tackle 
position. There were many others but space does not permit the listing 
of the names of those who participated in this triumph of the McGill 
wingline. 

i Dick Carr, the Columbia Lion, is improving with every game. He 
played both on offence and defence for the Redmen and was a stand- 
out on pas3 defence as well as on the offence. Carr was particularly 
effective when running an option play on which he either ran or 
pitched out to a halfback. Bob Holland scored his touchdown on this 
play' and Carr made several sizeable gain when he carried the ball 
himself after faking the pitchout. The Mustangs had McGlll's passing 
patterns well scouted, however, and Carr often found two Western 
hacks under his long passes fighting it out with a lone McGill re- 
ceiver. 

This weekend will bring the wildest, wooliest trip' in Canadian 
football, bar possibly the Grey Cup, for this is the weekend McGill 
visits Toronto for their annual football battle. The Importance of the 
actual football game often takes a back seat to student high-jinks 
on the trip. By the time the train bearing McGiU's supporters arrives 
in Toronto the students are in high spirits, and vice versa. For one 
glorious weekend Toronto "The Good" Isn't quite so sure. In the past, 
high spirited but orderly high-jinks have made this trip one of the 
most memorable events of tho college year.

Golfers Sweep 
To Title 

The University of Western On- 
tario golf team compensated some- 
what for the rather mediocre show- 
ing of that college's football ag- 
gregation by capturing the Inter- 
collegiate Title. Their total of 
632 strokes was sufficiently low 
to. place them ahead of Toronto 
Varsity and the defending cham- 
pions from McGill, Toronto needed 
'655 swings while the Red 'and 
White crew went around in 604. 
Those totals represent the num- 
ber of strokes required by a four- 
man team over 30 holes. 

Low man in the tourney was 
Ray Coole of Queens who regis- 
tered 156 while McGiU's Brian 
Powell an 4, two Western links men, 
J. Knechtel and, R. Louch, .were 
tied one stroke back. Other Mc- 
Gill scores were:; Hanna - 164, 
Hansen - 171 and Northey - 172. 

McGill held what seemed to be 
a commanding lead at the end of 
the first eighteen holes but the 
afternoon round saw the Montreal- 
ers virtually fall apart- and slip 
to show position in a seven team 
field.
